EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. Claims 1-27 are allowable. 

3. Claims 1 and 10 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a method and system for determining the 3-D configuration of 
obscured portions of a structure in motion comprising employing a device to modulate the 
projected electromagnetic energy, in combination with the rest of the limitations of said claims. 

4. Claims 2-9, 1 1-24 and 27 are allowable because they are dependent on independent 
claims 1 or 10, or an intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the 
parent claim(s). 
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5. Claims 25 and 26 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone ot in 

combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method for determining the 3-D configuration 

of obscured portions of a structure in motion comprising at least one controller that facilitates 

storing, manipulating the output of the processor, and at least part of the system is embedded Oon 

or in or below a surface over which said structure moves, in combination with the rest of the 

limitations of said claims. 

Note: Prior art Westby (U.S.Patent 3,976,382) does not teach any of the features that are 
described in the reasons for allowance in the numbered paragraph 3 and 5 above.
